New Year’s Day, it announced 
in disclosing the Nixon price 
commission had approved the 
big boost.

Amalgamated members, with 
help of other unionists, will 
picket from 12 noon to 2 p.m. 
at the Oakland Capwell's store 
at Twentieth Street, Broadway 
and Telegraph Avenue.

The picketing will be part of 
a nationwide demonstration at 
stores of the Broadway-Hale 
chain to which Emporium and 
Capwell stores belong. 

Also to be picketed in the 
Bay Area are the Stevens Creek 
Emporium in San Jose and the 
Market Street Emporium in 
San Francisco. 

Three thousand Farah work- 
ers Struck in Texas and New 
Mexioo last May over firings 
of union backers and are still 
on strike with no negotiations 
underway despite National La- 
bor Relations Board certifiea-

Since the strike began, hun- 
dreds of pickets have been ar- 
rested, but ACWA Internation- 
al Representative Stan Clair 
told the Labor Council here, 
after a long delay in’ trying 
them all have been found not 
guilty.

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How to buy

Over 600 makes and models 
of toys have been banned as 
habardous in the past two 
years by the Food and Drug 
Administration’s Bureau of 
Product Safety (BPS). 


Many, however, may still be 
in stores. There is no way to 
police fully several thousand 
small toy stores and toy de- 
partments, 

Hazardous toys continue to 
come on the market through 
both domestic manufacturers 
and importers, 


Imports are especially hard - 


to control because there are 
so many small importers of the 
same products. Of 30 toys ban- 
ned by BPS in September alone 
17 were imports, mostly from 
Hong Kong and Japan, but 
some came from Taiwan, Spain 
and Italy. 

IN AN ANALYSIS I made 
last summer, of some 200 ban- 
ned toys, 106 were imports. 
The deadly toy makers of Hong 
Kong led, with 50 dangerous 
entries, followed by Japan 
with 37. 

Obviously, even with the fed- 
eral toy safety law which went 
into effect in 1969, you still 
have to be extremely careful in 
selecting toys for Christmas. 

Also quite obviously, you 
have to inspect it with special 
care if the toy carries an im- 
ported label, and especially 
from the Far East. 


What should you look for?

The two most important cau- 
tions, says Carl Blechschmidt, 
BPS deputy director, are to 
make sure that the toy is ap 
propriate for the age of the 
child, and to watch out for 
small parts that can be remov- 
ed easily. 

With children under age 
three, everything goes in their 
mouths, Blechschmidt warns. 
He cites the case of a toddler 
who was just operated on be- 
cause he swallowed the wheel 
off a toy truck. 

Nor is the advice to make 
sure about the appropriate age 
group just the customary edu- 
cational platitude, 


MANY TOYS have the rec- 
ommended age group shown on 
the package. Both safety and 
legal issues are involved. In 
my judgment as a former pro 
duct safety commissioner, the 
manfacturers do this to pro 
tect themselves. 

In event of an accident, the 
first thing the manufacturer’s 
lawyer or insurance company 
will ask is the age of the child 
to whom you gave the toy. 

In analyzing the list of ban- 
ned toys, we would suggest 
that you watch out for these 
situations especially: 

@ Don’t rely or the fact that 
the toy is otherwise well-made, 
well-known or expensive. Even 
some of the more-expensive, 
famous brands, such as sever- 
al Madame Alexander dolls, 
have been’ banned because 


Getting your money's worth 
Toyota Land Cruiser 


“Dangerously incompetent 


handling” and a fuel tank in- 
side the passenger compart- 
ment where its rupture could 
bathe occupants in gasoline are 
two of the reasons the Toyota 


Land Cruiser is rated Not Ac- 
ceptable by Consumer Union’s 
Consumer Reports magazine. 

In addition to the gas tank, 
its lines which are susceptible 
to rupture in an accident, also 
run under the front seat of the 
Toyota 4-wheel-drive vehicle. 

Consumer Report says the 
engine coolant under pressure 
runs to the rear seat heater 
across the front passenger’s 
floor area. “A puncture could 
produce a geyser of scalding 
coolant.” 

Reviewing emergency handl- 
ing, the consumer publication 
Says the Land Cruiser’s steer- 
ing response was fairly slow 
and very unpredictable. “Even 
well below our usual cornering 
speeds, the Land Cruiser yawed 
almost incontrollably.” It is de- 
seribed as having “treacherous 
handling” on paved roads. 

In. “disregard for occupant 
safety,” says Consumer Report, 
the Toyota interior “bristled 
with sharp edges and _ hostile 
protrusions.” 

The Toyota’s brakes are call- 
ed “erratic” and the vehicle is 
lambasted generally as “crude, 
very noisy and uncomfortable.” 

FOUR OTHER 4-wheel-drive 
vehicles were tested and none 
of them earned better than a 
conditionally aeceptable rating. 
Besides the Land Cruiser, CU 
tested the Chevrolet Blazer, the 
International Scout I, the AMC 
Jeep Commando, and the Ford 
Bronco. 


Consumers Union says it be- 
lieves all of the vehicles should 
have a protective roll-over har 
installed as a condition of ac- 


ceptability. 


It says this is important be- 
cause vehicles’ optional, 
removable tops do not provide 
the structural strength and pro- 
tection found in the welded-on 
steel roof of a sedan.

CU adds that because of the 
rough terrain for which the ve- 
hicles are intended, the relative- 
ly narrow distance between 
wheels, their high center of 
gravity and poor handling, it be- 
lieves they are “much more 
likely to roll over than are con- 
ventional passenger cars.” 


The manufacturers do not of- 


fer roll bars as an option, but | 


they are available from other 
sources and can be installed for 
about $120 each. 


ANOTHER SAFETY hazard 
afflicting all but the Land Cruis- 
er drew CU’s attention: If cer- 
tain equipment—such as the 
rear seats, seat belts, or the 
spare tire and jack mount—-is 
removed open holes remain in 
the rear floor. “Under certain 
conditions . . . deadly exhaust 
fumes could seep into the pas- 
senger compartment through 
those holes,” concludes Consum- 
er Reports. The magazine says 
these holes should always be 
plugged. 


While finding individual 
faults and virtues in each of 
the four domestic models rated, 
as a group Consumer Reports 
judged them all noisy: 


“Engine, drivetrain and ex- 
haust noise, along with wind 
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straight pins were used to at- 
tach the clothing. 

Some dolls sold by the most 
expensive stores, such as_ the 
Cresimanda Bride Doll import- 
ed by Neiman-Marcus in Dal- 
las, have been banned for pins 
just like cheap dolls sold in 
some variety stores. 


@ Many of the bans so far 
have been because of sharp 
points, staples and edges. A 
number of toy xylophones were 
banned because of sharp edges. 

e Among the many toys ban- 
ned because of removable ob- 
jects, squeeze toys with remov- 
able squeakers are prominent. 
Check squeaker toys to make 
sure the squeaker cannot be re- 
moved. Otherwise the squeak 
you hear may turn out to be 
from the baby, not the toy. 
Ironically, a “Peace Symbol” 
toy was one of those banned 
because the squeaker was re- 
movable. Also watch out for 
bells and rattles that have re- 
movable small objects. 

Here is a list of basic use 

and shopping suggestions of- 
fered by the Bureau on Pro- 
duct Safety: 
..1. Choose a toy appropriate 
for the child’s age and devel- 
opment and remember that 
younger brothers and sisters 
may have access to toys 
bought for older children; a 
chemistry set or toy oven, for 
example. 

2. Check instructions. They 
should be easy to understand. 
Instruct the child in the proper

whistle and tire and road noise, 
Were much in evidence in all 
five vehicles.” The Toyota Land 
Cruiser was singled out as par- 
ticularly noisy. 

The handling of all was judg- 
ed below 
wander from side to side. At 
best, in normal handling situa- 
tions, some of the vehicles were 
judged “fair.” The same was 
true for emergency handling, 
with the Bronco and Jeep judg- 
ed poor, and the Land eruiser 
not acceptable. 

Only the Chevrolet comes 
with standard equipment front 
disc brakes. None of the others 
provide disc brakes as an op- 
tion.

Their drum brakes were judg- 
ed to require “inordinately long 
distances to bring the vehicles 
to a stop from 60 m.p.h.; and 
they pulled vehicles strongly, 
Sometimes violently, from side 
to side, especially when the 
brake linings became hot.” 

During the summer testing, 
all of the vehicles became un- 
comfortably hot inside. “Floor 
and firewall insulation was 
lacking,” says the report, “and 
fresh-air ventilation was not all 
it should be.” 

As tested by CU, the suggest- 
ed retail price for the vehicles 
was Blazer, 54,417; Seout HI, $4,- 
416; Commando, $4,146; Bronco, 
$4,125; and Land Cruiser, $3,- 
739. 

An optional four-speed man- 
ual transmission for $100 is in- 
cluded in the Scout price. The 
Bronco and Land Cruiser were 
tested with standard  three- 
speed manual transmissions 
while the Blazer and Comman- 
do were ordered with automat- 
ic transmissions, about a $235 
option.

3. Avoid toys that produce 
excessive noise. (Even toy cap 
pistols fired too close to a 
child’s ear can cause damage.) 

4. Avoid shooting games, es- 
pecially those involving darts 
and arrows, unless you super- 
vise such activities. 

5. Check toys periodically for 
the development of potential 
hazards such as. sharp points, 
jagged edges and loose small 
parts. 

6. Don’t leave indoor toys 
outdoors overnight. Moisture 
May cause damage. Check out- 
door toys and games periodi- 
eally for potential hazards. 
Rusting leads to weakening of 
components. 

7%. Children should be taught 
the proper way to disconnect 
electric toys — by holding on- 
to the rubberized plug, rather

than tugging on the cord it 
self. 

When choosing a toy for 
small children, make sure it: 

e Is too large to be swallow- 
ed and does not have detach- 
able parts that can lodge in 
windpipe, ears or nostrils. 

e Is not apt to break easily 
into small pieces or leave jag- 
ged edges; 

e Has not been put together 
with easily exposed straight 
pins, sharp wires or nails; 

e Is not made of glass or 
brittle plastic; 

e Is not poisonous or toxic; 

e Does not have exposed 
flames or build up heat to 
dangerous levels; 

e@ Does not have flimsy elec- 
trical wiring; 

e Does not have parts that 
ean pinch fingers or catch hair,

AFL-CIO urges councils 


AFL-CIO President George 
Meany has asked the AFL 
CIO’s state and loca) centrai 
bodies to step up the boycott 
against products of the struck 
Farah Manufacuring Company. 
one of the biggest makers of 
men’s slacks and sports clothes 
in the nation. 

Farah plants in Texas and 
New Mexico were struck in 
May by 3,000 members of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers, many of them Mexican- 
Americans, 


In calling for an intensified 
boycott campaign, Meany cited 
these developments since the 
AFL-CIO launched the boycctt 
July 19 

“t. The National Labor Rela- 
tions Board has certified the 
Clothing Workers as the exclu- 
Sive collective bargaining agent 
and ordered Farah to engage in 
bargaining with the union. To 
date the company has not com- 
plied with the order. 

“2. A company spokesman 
told the Washington Post on 
September 28 that ‘the com- 
pany is willing to keep the bat- 
tle in the courts for five or ten 
years, if we have to.’ 

“3. The AFL-CIO has urgent- 
ly requested the Senate Labor 
& Public Welfare Committee 
and the House Labor & Educa- 
tion Committee, to launch im- 
mediate, full-scale congression- 
al investigations of this gross 


misuse of the courts by 
Farah.” 

Meany noted that much has 
been done to help the strikers, 
“but much more needs to be 
done.” He urged every central 
body to: 

“I. Step up your ‘Don’t Buy 
Farah’ campaign, informing 
your members of the issue, urg- 
ing merchants to refuse to sell 
Farah pants, and picketing all 
stores that refuse your request 
on a regular continuing basis. 

“2. Make sure your labor pa- 
per continues to publicize this 
boycett and put boycott post- 
supplied by the Clothing 
Workers, in every unien hall 
and on union bulletin 
board in the plants. 

“3. Make plans now to make 
the Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas seasons a little more en- 
joyable for the Farah strikers 
and their families. The AFL- 
ClO Dept. of Community Serv- 
ices will be contacting you im 
connection with labor’s cam- 
paign for special holiday food 
for the strikers and toys for 
their children, t urge your or- 
ganization to give generously.” 

Many national and _ interna- 
tional unions have agreed to 
“Adopt a Farah Family” and 
have pledged $100 a month to 
this cause, sending their contri- 
butions directly to the Amalga- 
mated Strike Headquarters, P.

Oakland schoolteachers this 
week awaited the final outcome 
of negotiations which, they un- 
derstood, had already substan- 
tially reduced the number of 
teaching jobs which the school 
administration had planned to 
cut. 

Because of a drop in enroll- 
ment, administrators had plan- 
ned to lay off 37 substitute 
teachers who had regular as- 


Union wins jobs 
back for 2 fired 
by Christy plant 


An arbitrator agreed with 
Amalgamated Crafts & Trades 
Local 322 that minor damage 
to a plant door did not justify 
firing of two union members. 

Financial Secretary Vern 
Duarte reported that the arbi- 
tration award reinstated Carl 
Ramon and Robert Brown to 
the jobs from which they were 
fired at the Christy concrete 
plant in Fremont on September 
21. 

Both were restored to work 
with full seniority. Brown got 
full back pay and Ramon was 
awarded most of the pay he 
would have earned since his 
firing, 

Management had threatened 
to fire anyone responsible for 
future damage to a_ roll-up 
door which had previously 
been accidentally damaged. 

A lift jitney driven by 
Brown caused slight damage, 
Duarte said, and Brown was 
fired. Ramon, who opened the 
door, was discharged for not 
raising it high enough. 

The arbitrator agreed, Duarte 
said, that if the accident was 
an offense, firing was a_ too 
severe penalty. 


Arbitration tests 
agency shop for 
public employes 


An arbitrator this week 
weighed the legality of United 


Public Employees Local 390’s 
agency shop agreement with 


the city of Hayward in a test 
case bearing on the rights of 
California public employes 

The union and the city agreed 
to test the provision, which re- 
quires employes who do not 
join the union to pay the union 
an amount equivalent to dues 
and other union support pay- 
ments. 

The arbitration hearing, held 
Thursday, was the first test of 
the public employe agency shop 
in the state. Arbitrator Robert 
E. Burns was to rule on wheth- 
er it is legal under the Meyeers- 
Milias-Brown Act granting un- 
ion recognition and bargaining 
to local government employes. 

A similar Local 390 agency 
shop has been agreed to by the 
city of Berkeley and many oth- 
including the East 
tegional Park District, 
also have agency shop contract 
clauses,

If the arbitrator rules against 
the agency shop, Local 390 will 


take the case to court, Execu- 
tive Secretary Pau Varacalli 
Said.

Meanwhile, Senate Bill 90, op- 
posed by labor in its original 
form because it financed school 
aid by increasing sales taxes, 
was still in State Senate-Assem- 
bly conference this week. 

Amendments by Alameda 
County State Senator Nicholas 
C. Petris, delaying and reducing 
the sales tax boost while pro- 
viding more state funds for 
schools, were reported within 
one vote of approval by the 
committee. 

Local 771 and the Labor 
Council had urged support of 
SB 1274 by Senator Albert Rod- 
da to fund school support from 
federal revenue sharing and the 
state surplus.

High court reverses firing of strikers. ©» 


Strikers protesting unfair la- 
bor practices may not be fired, 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
in a California case ordering an 
employer to reinstate three 
strikers with full back pay. 

The court unanimously over- 
rulled the Ninth U.S. District 
Court of appeals and upheld a 
National Labor Relations Board 
order. 

Justice Potter Stewart who 
wrote the opinion held that the 
discharged workers were en- 
titled to unconditional _rein- 
Statement because they were 
victims of an unfair labor prac- 
tice. Economic strikers may be 
fired if an employer hires per- 
manent scab replacements. 

The case stemmed from a 
1967 dispute between the Team- 
sters and International Van 
Lines over an organizing cam- 
paign in Santa Maria, Califor- 
nia, in which five of the six 
company employes signed au- 
thorization cards. 


Cruikshank honor 


Nelson H. Cruikshank, former 
AFL-CIO Social Security direc- 
tor and now president of the 
National Council of Senior Citi- 
zens, received the National Con- 
sumers League’s first citizen- 
ship award as the “father of 
Medicare” and instrumental in 
other social advances 


The union said the employ- 
er at first agreed to a repre- 
sentation election, but later re- 
neged. 

In October 1967, the union 
struck and set up picket lines 
Four of the six employes re- 
fused to cross the picket line. 

The next day, three were in- 
formed by the company that 
they had been permanently re- 
placed-—even though the em- 
ployer did not actually hire per- 
manent replacements. 

The employes ofered to re- 
turn to work, but were refused 
reinstatement. The Teamsters 
filed an appeal with the NLRB, 


which reasoned that the origin- 
al economic strike against’ In- 
ternational Van Lines became 
an unfair labor practice strike 
when the company sent tele- 
grams informing the workers 
they had been replaced. 

Under previous rulings of the 
Supreme Court, an employer 
may refuse to reinstate strikers 
if he has hired permanent re- 
placements. 

But the court has also ruled 
that in unfair practice strikes, 
employers must rehire strikers 
unconditionally with backpay 
even if replacements were niréd 
in the interim.

All it took was a reminder 
from a union printer to per- 
suade the Castro Valley Co- 
op store to cancel its plan to 
advertise in a non-union pub- 
lication. 

The printer is Rufus Day 
of Oakland Typographical Un- 
ion Local 36. Day happened to 
see a notice on the Co-op’s em- 
ploye bulletin board that the 
Store was going to advertise in 
the Dollar Saver, a South Coun- 
ty paper. 

Day called Don Rothen- 
berg, educational director for 
all the Co-ops, told him the 


paper was produced non-un- 
ion and asked if the Co-op’s 
policy still was to advertise 
only in papers under union 
contract. 

If not, he warned Rothtn- 
berg, he’d report the switch 
to the next Alameda County 


Central Labor Council meet- 
ing. 
Rothenberg said he’d call 


Day back and phoned 15 min- 

utes later to report that the 

ad had been cancelled. 
“Please report that to the 

Labor Council,” he asked. 
Day did.

Don’t wait until 
yeu are ready to file for your 
pension, 

Write at least two years in 
advance to the Carpenters Pen- 
sion Trust Fund, 995 Market 
Street, San Francisco, Califor- 
nia 94103 and request the forms 
to file for the “Joint Survivor 
Option.” 

Members who qualify for 
both a Disability and Service 
Pension often ask which one 
they should take, I’m not in a 
position advise anyone on such 
a question — there are certain 
advantages to each type of 
award. 

The Disability Award has a 
guarantee of three years of 
payments in case of death of 
the member, but is tax free un- 
til age 65 at which time it be- 
comes taxable income. Also the 
Disability Pension does not pro- 
vide for the “Joint Survivor Op- 
tion.” 

The Service Pension has a 


five year guarantee of pay- 
ments, . but is. taxable income 
from the’ date of award, The 
Service Pension also provides 
for the “Joint Survivor Option” 
under the two-year pre-regis- 
tration requirement.

Ronald Reagan is one of the 
most conservative governors in 
the country, He is also one of 
the most outspoken hard-liners 
against improving the condi- 
tions and pay cf state employ- 
es. It would seem that it would 
be awfully hard for anyone to 
take a position that would 
make him look good. Neverthe- 
less, that is what President 
Hitch did at the recent regents 
meeting. 

Reagan, for his own pur- 
poses, attacked the UC admin- 
istration for its inflated salary 
structure and the misuse of 
tax money for what are in ef- 
fect the private purposes of the 
top administrators. 


It was Reagan who brought 
to public attention the scandal- 
ous fact that several University 
vice presidents live rent free ni 
$250,000 mansions provided by 
the University. Previously, the 
only way to know that was to 
read the union paper. 


Reagan, however, carefully 
avoided some other sources of 
corruption. He did not point to 
the faculty members in Agri- 
cultural Extension who are 
paid salaries out of tax funds 
when their main activity is to 
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consult and do research for cor. 
porate agriculture, >. . 

The degree of corruption was 
exposed last quarter when an 
Agricultural Extension 
was censored by cutting out a 
section showing Cesar Chavez 
in a favorable light because it 


might offend the growers, A: 


researcher was fired, not for 
tampering with the film, but 
for protesting the fact that it 
had been tampered wih. 

Reagan didn’t mention these 
instances of corruption because 
it was his cronies and not 
Hitch’s whe were misusing pub- 
lic funds, 

Of course Hitch didn’t men- 
tion that either — people who 
live in glass houses don’t throw 
stones, especially when the 
houses cost $500,000, ‘ 

Hitch’s whole approach to 
the Governor’s attack on the 
university is to defend the uni- 


~ versity administration precisely 


where it is wrong. 

Hitch will not fight for sal- 
ary increases and against de- 
teriorating conditions for five 
and six-hundred-dollar-a-month 
clerical] and. custodial employes. 
He is very solicitous of the $50,- 
000 a year men who staff his 
statewide and campus adminis- 
torations, 

The university belongs to 
the people of California and the 
research and education it car- 
ries on are of value to us. It is 
important to defend it and its 
intellectual freedom from the 
know-nohings in Sacramento 
who would like to see it become 
nothing more than a defender 
of the status quo and a re- 
search and development center 
for private industry subsidized 
by public funds. 

Hitch only confuses the issue, 
however, when he identifies the 
University with his administra- 
tion’s pork barrel politics. It is 
no wonder that many working 
people in the state are unsym- 
pathetic to the University when 
its public defender is someone 
like Hitch.

This week we thought all 
members would like a little in- 
sight as to what has been going 
on in reference to those con- 
tracts submitted to the Con- 
struction Industry Stabilization 
Committee. 

This is the committee ap- 
pointed by Mr. Nixon that tells 
us whether or not we can have 
the wages we have negotiated. 

For the past several months 
they have had _ increasingly 
stronger arguments from con- 
tractor and public members of 
CISC concerning the manner in 
which the Committee has been 
approving labor agreements in 
the State of California. Certain 
contractor and public members 
of the committee have protest- 
ed that the pattern of approvals 
in the State of California has 
Substantially exceeded the pat- 
tern of approvals of construc- 
tion unions in other states. 

As a result, starting several 
weeks ago, they began to find 
it increasingly difficult to even 
get the Committee to consider 
cases from California. 

Finally, to break the log jam, 
a subcommittee was appointed 
to review all crafts agreements 
in the State of California and 
the Committee’s pattern of ap- 
proval of those agreements 
with special reference to ac- 
tions that the Committee has 
taken in other states. 

What the Committee report 
showed was that the money ap- 
proved thus far in the State of 
California had indeed exceeeded 
the rest of the country and the

labor members of CISC knew 
that thes lid was about ready 
to blow. : 


Four meetings ago, the Com- 
mittee reserved two hours to 
debate. the California situation 
and came to no conclusion. The 
debate continued for the next 
two meetings and on Friday, 
October 13, virtually the entire 
day was devoted to a discussion 
of California. 

Meanwhile, California cases 
not previously acted upon piled 
up in a special sub-committee 
and it was decided to act on 
all California cases on Friday, 
October 20. It was agreed that 
California cases would be han- 
died under certain principles, 
which included among others, 
the following: 


(a) Since United Association 
Locals . (plumbers and fitters) 
were leaders in the state wage- 
wise, the amount of increases 
of UA locals would be limited. 


(b) The same would be true, 
but to a lesser extent, for the 
Tronworkers statewide agree- 
ment. 

(c) The previously approved 
agreements covering increases 
for Carpenters and Laborers 
for .73c would be set aside and 
these cases would have to be 
argued all over again. 


(d) The Sheet Metal Workers 
were to be put in a “special 
category.” The “special cate- 
gory” was to mean that our 
cases were going to be looked 
at especially carefully in view 
of the fact that there has been 
grumbling from members of 
CISC that the Sheet Metal 
Workers have been getting “too 
good a deal” concerning Califor- 
nia cases before the CISC. 


As proof of the so called 
“good deal” that the Sheet Met- 
al Workers have been getting in 
California, figures were submit- 
ted to the Committee which 
showed our local unions in 
early 1971 with a ranking of 
sixth in the state in terms of 
wage rates among all construc- 
tion unions, and that ranking 
as of October 1, had moved up 
to 3rd, and very close to 2nd. 

After the argument on gen- 
eral principles had subsided, 
they then got down to the busi- 
ness of deciding on all the 
cases that had piled up during 
the past several weeks of the 
California controversy which 
had now numbered a total of 
71, 

Sitting in the CISC Friday, 
November 17 was like sitting in 
on a mass execution since bet- 
ter than four or five Califor- 
nia agreements argued that day 
were cut back in some respect 
including severa] agreements of 
other crafts that were torn 
apart compeitely. 

To give you some small fla- 
vor of what occurred last Fri- 
day, the Plasterer Tenders in 
Bakersfield had an 85 cent in- 
crease cut to 47 cents. The La- 
bobers in Fresno had an 80 
cent agreement cut to 50 cents, 
The Cement Masons in Long 
Beach had a 45 cent agreement 
cut to 21 cents. The UA in Mar- 
tinez had a 64 cent agreement 
cut to 45 cents. The Operating 
Engineers in San Diego had a 
85 cent agreement cut to 55 
cents. The Laborers in San Di- 
ego had $1.10 increase cut to 
70 cents. 

The Roofers in San Francisco 
had an 85 cent agreement cut 
to 40 cents. The Mason Tend- 
ers in San Francisco had an in- 
crease of 50 cents cut to 25 
cents. The Bricklayers in San 
Francisco had an increase of 
50 cents cut to 18 cents. The 
Mason Tenders in Stockton had 
an 85 cent increase cut to 25 
cents. The Lathers in Ventura 
had an increase of 50 cents cut 
to 10 cents. 

Those were just some of the 
decisions that were rendered 


last Friday,;-and they were not 
among the very worst. For ex. 
ample, local unions that were 
totally executed. included the 
Cement “Masons in Riverside 
who had‘an 86 cent increase cut 
to zero, the Plasterer Tenders 
in Riverside who had a 75 cent 
inerease cut to zero. The Plas- 
terer Tenders in Santa Barbara 
who had a 50 cent increase cut 
to zero, and the Plasterer Tend- 
ers in Ventura who had an in 
crease of 68 cents cut to zero, 
In the past. few weeks, we 
have received several] phone 
calls from our members~ who 
are not familiar with the work- 
ing rules that we as members 
are governed by. Until our new 
working rules are agreed and 
voted upon by the membership, 
(at a special called meeting for 


* that purpose in January, 1973) 


printed, and sent to each mem- 
ber, here are a few questions 
that we have had the most in- 
quiries about, 


No. 1: Wages at the estab. 
lished rates shall be paid week- 
ly in the shop or on the job at 
or before quitting time on a 
regular work day of each 
week, and no more than two 
(2) days’ pay will be withheld, 
However, employes when. dis- 
charged, shall be paid it full. 


No, 2a: New hires, who re- 
port for work by direction of 
the Employer and are not plac- 
ed at work, shall be entitled to 
two (2) hours’ pay at the es- 
tablished rate. This provision, 
however, shall not apply under 
condition over which the Em- 
ployer has no control. 


No, 2b: An employe in the 
employ of the Employer on the 
preceding day shall receive no 
less than four (4) hours pay 
upon reporting to work unless 
otherwise directed by Employ- 
er or unless conditions beyond 
the Employer’s control pre- 
vents employment. 

No. 3: Any member, appren- 
tice, or affiliated member not 
receiving wages at specified 
time shall report same to busi- 
ness Office of Local immediate- 
ly. 

No. 4: Any member, appren- 
tice, or affiliated member who 
has to go from the job to the 
shop to receive pay shall travel 
on company time arriving at 
the shop not later than the reg- 
ular quitting time. 

No, 5: All payable deductions 
shall be listed on check stub or 
on separate statement which 
shall contain separation of 
straight time hours from over- 
time hours, 


Be sure that your check stuh 
includes the date (day, month 
and year) of the pay period in- 
volved, because it is impossible 
to check without this informa- 
tion. The most important thing 
to remember is to save all your 
check stubs because without 
Out no one can check your wag: 
es, hours or fringe benefits dur- 
ing the period of employment 
in question.

With the return of the last 
signed agreement, referred to 
previously, we can now say all 
of our Union Agreements are 
signed and in the office. 


The 25 cents per hour wage 
increase took effect October 16, 
1972 and if any member has not 
received same by the time you 
read this column, contact the 
Union Office. 

Pension payments were in- 
creased 23/4 cents per hour as 
of October 16, 1972. Pension 
payments now amount to 8% 
cents per hour. Pension pay- 
ments are small, therefore our 
retirement benefits are not very 
high. If we keep on increasing 
the pension payment each year 
we will eventually have the 
higher retirement benefit that 
we feel is necessary. 

Two weeks ago we wrote 
about the improved benefits in 
our Insurance Indemnity cover- 
age. The wording could have 
been a little confusing to we 
will try and make the increased 
benefits clearer. The Medical 
benefits were increased from $5 
and $6 per doctor’s visits to $7 
per visit for both member and 
dependents.

Kellogg strikers win their 
point on company lawsuits

awards in court for the life of 
a three-year contract, Local 211 
President Lorry Myhre said. 

The contract incorporates the 
agreement reached in national 
negotiations. 

Despite a contract clause giv- 
ing unionists the right to re- 
fuse to cross picket lines of 
other Kellogg employes, man- 
agement sued Local 211 earlier 
this year after members re- 
spected pickets in San Leandro 
from the Memphis plant which 
was on strike. 

The suit asked $25,000 a day 
for the two days in which San 
Leandro unionists stayed out. 

Meanwhile, Kelloge had sued 
in federal court to invalidate 
the Battle Creek union’s con- 
tract clause permitting mem. 
bers to observe picket lines of 
other Kellogg employes. 

The union won that suit but 
in October, while national nce- 
gotiations were underway, 
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management sought to revive 
it, 

National agreement was 
reached October 27 at a nego- 
tiating meeting in Denver but 
management kept the suits in 
effect and the strike began 
October 30. The settlement was 
ratified November 18, 

The national agreement cov- 
ers health and welfare and 
spells out language on vaca- 
tions, holidays, pay eligibility 
and other matters. 

Local unions negotiate wages 
and working conditions in sup- 
Plemental agreements. Local 
211’s supplemental agreement 
runs to November 1, 1973, but 
the local Battle Creek contract 
expires next April 15 when 
there could be a strike.

Getting back to the story, the 
PEOPLE came to the WAL 
NUTS one day in rage because, 
even after many years, they 
could still not see the light at 
the end of the tunnel. “It is 
the fault of the CREATURES!” 
the WALNUTS cried, and 
promptly went off to tell the 
CREATURES so. 

“What would they have us 
do?” the CREATURES asked 
when told of the PEOPLE'S 
rage. 

“You must stimulate, inno- 
vate, and motivate your charg- 
es!” cried the WALNUTS in- 
aignantly. And so the CREA- 
TURES typed up plays and 
sought out good literature and 
had class discussions about 
“relevant” things. 

They brought in artists, musi 
cians and other eraftsmen 
whenever possible. Still the peo- 
ple raged as their children were 
divided into groups with 
strange-sounding names like

to amend the complaint 
that point. 

Hitch’s freeze was one of the 
issues in last spring’s picket- 
line protest which ended with 
another signed agreement. 

That agreement is now being 
tested on two points — an ar- 
bitration on building trades- 
men’s charge that the univer- 
sity has improperly applied a 
“maintenance” pay rate and a 
mass grievance by some 300 
non-academic workers charging 
violations of the agreement’s 
provision for correction of pay 
inequities. 

UC Non-academic Employees 
Local 1695, which filed the 
mass grievance, charged that 
while a 6 per cent pay increase 
was given most _ employes, 
some already in higher brack- 
ets got up to 13.5 per cent.

Union wins Army bias case in long fight 


An Oakland Army Base em- 
ploye has won a promotion, ret- 
roactive for almost four years, 
after his union won an appeal 
against racial discrimination on 
its third try. 

The worker is Wesley Wil- 
liams Jr., a black man who was 
employed as a mortuary attend- 
ant by the Memorial Division of 
the Western Area, Military 
Traffic Management & Termin- 
al Service at the base. 

The victory is only the begin- 
ning, said American Federation 
of Government Employees Lo- 
eal 1157, since many other 
black employes have been vic- 
timized by the same manage- 
ment which was finally found 
guilty of discrimination. 

With support of Local 1157, 
he was upgraded to the post of 
embalmer after a top level in- 
vestigaton—the third hearing 
of his charge of bias. 

The promotion is retroactive 
to February 23, 1969. 


Williams charged that the 
government had discriminated 
against him because of race 


three times in denying him the 
promotion in 1969. He declared: 

1. A white mortuary attend. 
ant, hired later than Williams, 
got an embalmer’s job. 

2. The Army hired a white 
person as an embalmer from 
outside the service and William 
was not considered for the job. 

3. The agency’s Civilian Per- 
sonnel Division told him that 
he would have to take an ex- 
amination to qualify for the 
embalmer rating although a 
white employe selected for the 
job was not required to take 
the test. 

After an investigation by the 
Army Civilian Appellate Review 
Office, Brigadier General H. R. 
Del Mar, commander of the Me- 
morial Division, certified that 
there had been no discrimina- 
tion. 

Wiliams appealed and got a 
hearing January 12 and 13 be- 
fore Appeals Examiner Roy 
Takai. He was represented by 
Local 1157 Second Vice Presi- 
dent Frank A. Peterson, with 
help of President Clayton R. 
Pao in preparing the ease. 


Takai recommended — that 
there be a finding of no dis- 
crimination although his report 
pointed out that Williams’ su- 
pervisor “has revealed his ap- 
parent bias and _ prejudice 
against the Negro as a group 
by his actions .. .” 

The supervisor, Takai, found, 
showed “a gross lack of sensi- 
tivity and understanding ... to 
the feelings, needs and aspira- 
tions of his Negro employes” 
and all employes under him. 

He indicted the whole 
sion in declaring: 


divi- 


“A continuation of the pres- 
ent working environment in the 
Memoria! Division predicts in- 


creasing racial tensions and 
misunderstanding among all 
employes leading at least, to 


additional complaints of alleged 
discrimination . . .” 


But Takai declared “there is 
no substantial evidence to re- 
late this bias and prejudice to 
any actions which adversely af- 
fected the complainant ...” 

His recommendation went to 
the Army’s Equal Employment 
Office which, the union said, 
should have acted within 180 
days but did nothing for more 
than three months. 

After repeated union presure, 
Army EEO Director Joseph S. 
Bennett reversed the two pre- 
vious rulings and ordered Wil-

UC's major public comment 
on its non-executive workers’ 
pay was Berkeley Chancellor 
Albert Bowker’s leaflet claims 
during last springs UC picket- 


line protest that university 
building tradesmen are highly 
paid. 


Hitch’s April 7, 1971 order 
cost pay raises of 6 per cent 
and up for nearly 1,000 Berke- 
ley campus employes alone and 
knocked out later raises nego 
tiated by their unions. 

Last spring, UC ordered 
“maintenance” classification 
rate-in building trades work, 
estimated at an average 60 per 
cent of the prevailing wage 
outside. 

A year earlier, UC clamped a 
hiring freeze in departments 
whose employes did not have 
outside union contract compari- 
sons, getting more work for 
the same. pay. 

Hitch has not declared that 
UC's union-related employes do 
not earn enough although he 
replied to Orr’s charge on UC 
higherup pay that “the problem 
with salary comparisons is with 
State, not university, salaries.” 
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
